‘Tin-openers are hardly ever asked for, as most preserve 
tins appear to be fitted with a key for opening. 

The sale of high-class cutlery to the European residents is very 
limited, as most people layin a stock sufficient to last them during 
their stay in the colony.

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MINING INDUSTRY OF SWEDEN. 


The following particulars, relating to the mining industry of 
Sweden during the year 1903, are taken from a memorandum 
received from H.M. Legation at Stockholm, based on a report 
issued by the Swedish Board of Trade.

CAPE OF GOOD HOPE. 


With reference to the notice published in the “ Board of Trade 
Excise Spirit Journal” of 14th July last, the Board have now 
received a copy of the ‘Cape of Good Hope 
Regulations. . 99 
Government Gazette Extraordinary” for 20th 
June, 1904, containing Government Notice No. 640 of 1904, 
issued on 17th June last, by which His Excellency the Officer 
administering the Government, with tlie advice of the Executive 
Council, lays down Rules and Regulations under the provisions of 
the ‘“ Additional Taxation Act, 1904,” and the “ Excise Spirits 
Act, 1884.” The Rules and Regulations came into force on 
lst July, 1904, and are to be observed by distillers who distil spirits 
from wine or from other materials, rectifiers and compounders, 
vinegar makers, persons who use stills or retorts, still makers, 
wholesale dealers in spirits, persons who use Colonial spirits without 
payment of duty for use in any art or manufacture, persons who are 
permitted to fortify wine, retailers of spirits, and methylated spirit 
makers. 


The same number of the ‘‘ Gazette” also contains Government Notice 
Excise Beer No. 641 of 1904, giving the Rules and Regu- 
Regulations lations laid down by His Excellency the Officer 
Administering the Government, under the 

“ Excise Beer Duty Act, 1884,” as re-enacted by the “ Additional 
Taxation Act, 1904.” The Rules and Regulations in question 
came into force on Ist July, 1904, and provide that every brewer 
of beer for sale shall pay an annual licence of 11., such licence to 
expire annually on 3lst December. If taken out after 30th June 
in any year, 10s. shall be paid for the licence. In addition to 
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fixing the method to be adopted in ascertaining the amount to be 
charged for excise duty and the mode of working in the breweries, 
the Regulations also provide that a drawback of the duty is to be 
allowed on beer brewed in the Colony, which shall be exported as 
merchandise through any of the coast or inland free ports, or 
shipped as ships’ stores. 

The full text of the Excise Spirit and Beer Regulations may be 
consulted by persons interested on application at the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade, 73, Basinghall Street, 
H.C., any day between the hours of 10 a.m, and 5 p.m. (Saturdays 
10 a.m. to 1 p.m.). 


EAST AFRICA PROTECTORATE.

peidindlin Mombasa, under the Cattle Diseases Ordinance, 

1902, relating to the importation into the 

East Africa Protectorate of cattle, sheep, goats, horses, swine and 
dogs. | 

The present Order prohibits the importation of cattle, sheep and 
goats from any territory or place situated in Africa South of 
10 deg. South latitude. Cattle, sheep and goats are also pro- 
hibited when drawn from any district in any country in which 
any of the following diseases are known to exist, viz.: Texas fever 
in the United States of America, tick fever in Australia, red water 
in Cape Colony, tristeza in the Argentine Republic, and the 
disease known as African coast fever. In the case of cattle, 
sheep and goats imported by sea from other places, a certificate is 
required certifying that they were drawn from a district free from 
disease, and have not been exposed to contagion before the date 
of embarkation, and were free from disease at date of embarkation. 
It must also be stated on the certificates that the sheep and goats 
were dipped at the port of embarkation, and that the cattle have 
successfully passed the tuberculin test. 

Every horse, mule or donkey imported by sea must be accom- 
panied by a certificate stating that such animal has passed the 
Mallein test and that it was free from disease at the date of 
embarkation and had not been exposed to contagion previous to 
embarkation. 

All swine and dogs imported by sea must be accompanied by a 
certificate of health. 

All animals imported by sea shall be landed at Kilindini, where 
they will be subject to examination, and it is required that notice 
be given to the Director of Agriculture at least three weeks before 
the arrival of the animals, detailing the species and number. 

The Order under the “ Cattle Disease Ordinance, 1903,” pub- 
lished on Ist August, 1903, is annulled.

(i) Live plants and the soil in which they are planted. 

(j) Old or second-hand clothes, gunny bags, new or old. 

(k) Soil of every description, and ballast consisting of earth or 
mud-sand. 

(1) Potatoes, peas, lentils, beans, maize, raw coffee, fresh veget- 
ables and fruit. 

All animals dead or alive, except cattle as above defined and 
horses, asses and mules, may be imported from Natal, Basutoland,

by the Norwegian Consul at the port of shipment, that the fodder 
comes from a district which for the whole of the preceding year 
has been free from infectious cattle diseases such as pleuro- 
pneumonia, foot and mouth disease, anthrax, &c. 
It is provided that hay must be carried direct to Norway from 
the port of shipment, and that applications for leave to import 
must in each case be made in advance.

Nevertheless, in contact 
with metallic iron it evolves hydrogen. If then, the nitre cake is 
packed in a wet condition, or if owing to defective drums moisture 
gets access to it, hydrogen would be evolved, and the drum would 
become filled with a mixture of hydrogen and air which when a 
light came into contact with it might explode. This danger, as 
before stated, does not exist if the cake is packed dry, and it will 
not subsequently arise if the drums are sound. 

It is safer, on the whole, to pack the cake in stout watertight 
wooden casks when no danger due to evolution of hydrogen could 
arise,

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register arrived at Hamburg (by river and sea) from the ports of 
Rhenish Prussia previously mentioned—as against eighty vessels 
of together 32,912 tons register in 1902; whilst ninety-nine 
vessels of together 46,056 tons register cleared from Hamburg in 
1903 for ports of the Rhine, as against eighty vessels of together 
34,364 tons in the previous year. The total value of the goods 
imported in this way to Hamburg last year was 1,260,000/. 
sterling (as against 975,000/. in 1902); and the total value of the 
goods exported from Hamburg to the Rhine ports was 2,665,000. 
(as against 1,980,000/. in 1902).

The “Gaceta Oficial” of Panama of the 12th July contains the 

text of a Law passed by the National Conven- 

Light Dues. tion of Panama, a section of which establishes 

a lighthouse tax upon all vessels entering the 

ports of the Republic where a lighthouse is established. The tax 

is fixed at the rate of 5 centavos per ton for the first hundred 

tons registered, and 24 centavos for each ton in excess of 100. — 

Vessels engaged in the coasting trade pay half the above rates, 

Exemption is granted in the case of war vessels and vessels 
belonging to firms enjoying special concessions. 





Another section of this Law provides that merchant vessels ship- 

ping ballast at any port in the Republic shall 

Ballast Dues. pay a tax at the rate of 50 centavos per ton, 
irrespective of the composition of the ballast.

These figures indicate a net increase of 141,064/. in value as 
compared with the corresponding period last year. An increase 
is shown in the value of the output from the silver-lead mines, 
and also in the exports of copper and tin, but the export of coal 
shows a falling off in value of 180,993/. compared with the first 
half of the year 1903. 

The copper and tin exports include metal to the value of 
29,0521. and 78,263/., respectively, refined in the State from 
imported ores. With these exceptions the figures represent the 
output of the mines of New South Wales.

FRANCE. 


In his report for last year, H.M. Consul at Lyons remarks that 
the manufacture of steel tools by the electric 
furnace is making satisfactory progress. The 
steel of the manufactory of Praz is much 
appreciated for its quality, and a new factory 
on the River Romanche is beginning to produce it. 

Transmission of electric power over considerable distances ‘is 
also developing, and it is stated that a power equivalent to 3,000 
horse-power is to be transmitted from the Alps, distant 100 miles 
from Lyons, for the working of the tramway company. 

The British Vice-Consul at Grenoble reports that a considerable 
quantity of electric power is still to be purchased in that district 
at a cheap rate for the purpose of establishing manufactories of 
all kinds. (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 3,243.)

“ Hamman-N’Bails,” ‘‘ Beccaria,” ‘‘ Djendeh,” ‘ Kef-Sommah,” 
“‘ Djebel-Soubellah,” ‘“'Tion-K’nine,” ‘ Chellala,” ‘ Bon-Kalia,” 
“ Ain-Zarora.” Iron and zinc mines of “ Djebel-Anini.” Copper 
mine of ‘“ Ain-Barbar,” “ 'Tadergount,” ‘‘ Kef-oum-Theboul.” 
Mercury mine of “ Tagit.” Antimony mine of ‘“ El-Hamimati.” 

The State surface mine of “ Zaccar-Rarbi” has been pushed 
forward with great activity during the year 1903, and the company 
hopes to be able to produce annually from 50,000 to 100,000 tons. 

In the Department of Constantine 28 requests for permission to 
search for phosphates had been made, but only 16 were granted in 
1903. 

The exploration of the deposits of Tebessa continues as usual. 
The amount extracted in 1902 was 305,154 tons, which gave, with 
a duty of 5d. per ton, a profit to the Government of 6,357/. 

The concessions granted in 1903 are the following :— 

1. Department of Algiers: Zinc mines of ‘“‘ Djakamama” in the 
district of Miliana. 

2. Department of Oran: Petroleum wells of ‘“‘ Ain Zeft ” in the 
district of Mostaganem. 

3. Department of Constantine: Iron mines of “‘ Maronania” in 
the district of Béne, and mines of zinc, lead, copper and other 
similar metals of ‘“‘ Djebel-Z’Dim” in the district of Setif. Mines 
of zinc, lead and other similar metals of ‘“‘ Kef-Rekma” in the 
sub-district of Sedrata. Mines of iron pyrites and copper pyrites 
of “ Azonar” in the district of Bougie. (Foreign Office, Annual 
Series, 3,226.) 





SPAIN. 


The following particulars, relating to the proposed formation of a 
coal trust in Spain, are taken from a report by 


F erenens ¢ the French Commercial Agent at Alicante, 
areron Of reproduced in the “ Moniteur Oficiel du Com- 


merce” :— 

A group of capitalists largely interested in the coal mines of 
Spain have formed a committee with a view to amalgamating all 
these mines under the management of one company, with a capital 
of 200,000,000 pesetas (about 8,000,000/.). A circular drawn up 
by the committee has been sent to the proprietors of all the coal 
mines at present worked in Spain. 

It appears from this circular that 2,700,000 tons of coal were 
produced in Spain during 1903. The consumption during the 
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year was 5,500,000 tons, the deficit being obtained from the 
United Kingdom at a cost of 80,000,000 pesetas (about 3,200,0001.). 
The average rate for shipment of coal from British to Spanish 
ports is 5s. a ton: the Spanish railways charge, for a journey of 
500 kilometres, 3 centimes a ton per kilometre. The railway rate 
from Gijon to Saint Sebastian is 9 pesetas (about 7s. 6d.). 

The founders of the proposed trust intend, if their efforts are 
successful, to improve the present methods of production, and 
diminish the cost of working the mines. They hope to increase 
the annual output to 5,000,000 tons; this will be nearly sufficient 
to meet the needs of the country. 

The committee will likewise endeavour to bring about a reduc- 
tion in the railway rates for coal; thus lowering the price of this 
commodity, and causing a demand for it in districts where, at 
present, the cost is almost prohibitive. 





UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


An advance abstract of the annual report of the United States 
Iron Or Geological Survey upon the production of iron 
Cn ore in 1903, states that in the year ending 


ee 81st December, 1903, the quantity of iron ore 
: produced in the United States was 35,019,308 
tons. This is a decrease of 534,827 tons, or about 14 per cent., 
from the maximum of 35,554,135 tons in 1902; but the quantity 
mined in 1903 is the second largest recorded. 
The production of iron ore in the United States during each of

In 1903 the quantity of red hematite mined in the United States 
was 30,328,654 tons, or 86°6 per cent. of the total for the country, 
a decrease of 203,495 tons, or about 1 per cert., from the 1902 

production of 30,532,149 tons. 

The total quantity of brown hematite mined in 1902 (3,305,484 
tons) decreased in 1903 to 3,080,399 tons, a loss of 225,085 tons, 
or 7 per cent. 

The production of magnetite in 1903 was 1,575,422 tons, a 
decline of 113,438 tons, or 7 per cent., from the 1902 total of 


1,688,860 tons. 


NoTe.—The ton mentioned above is the long ton of 2,240 lbs, 
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The carbonate ores, the least important class, show an increase, 
the 1903 total of 34,833 tors being 7,191 tons, or 26 per cent., 
more than the quantity mined in 1902, 27,642 tons. 

The output of concentrated ore in 1908 was 259 ,469 tons, most 
of which was magnetically separated, the remainder having been 
passed through jigs. 

In 1903 there were also produced 73,264 tons of zinc residuum 
for use in the production of spiegeleisen and ferromanganese. 


The “Iron Age” (New York) of 11th August reports that 
Fluorspar according to a census report on the fluorspar 
Tadustey industry of the United States, the quantity of 
fluorspar produced in 1902 was 48,818 tons 
(of 2,000 Ibs.) valued at 275,682 dols., as compared with 9,500 
tons valued at 45,855 dols. in the year 1889, the first census year 
in which statistics of the production of this mineral were collected. 
The “Iron Age” goes on to say:—‘“ In the fluorspar deposits of 
Illinois and Kentucky there is known to be a very large supply of 
this mineral, capable of meeting the demand for many years. As 
this overcomes one of the objections often advanced against using 
fluorspar in the smelting of iron—namely, that a constant supply 
of this mineral could not be depended upon— its use for this 
purpose should now increase rapidly.” 


BRAZIL. 


In his report for last year, H.M. Consul at Bahia states that the 
trade in monazite sand remains in the hands of 

Monazite Sand. one firm, and the whole of the 1,600 tons 
shipped during the year came entirely from the 





State of Bahia. 

The Federal Government has recently granted concessions for 
exploration and work in the State of Espirito Santo (see ‘‘ Board 
of Trade Journal” of 31st March last, p. 611, and previous notices), 
and these may, if they prove to be as successful as anticipated, 
cause future prices to fall. 

The sand in Espirito Santo is more mixed with extraneous 
matter than is the case with that found in Bahia, and consequently 
the treatment of the former is a more costly operation. (Foreign

According to the “ Bulletin de la Chambre de Commerce Frangaise 
de Milan,” artificial cotton is now made from 
Artificial Cotton. the cellulose of the fir tree freed from bark and 
knots. The process of manufacture is com- 
plicated, but the results are said to have proved satisfactory 
The ‘‘ Bulletin” adds that recent experiments in Bavaria have 
shown that an excellent substitute for cotton can be manufactured 
from pine wood. The method employed is so inexpensive that the 
new substance can compete advantageously with natural cotton.

The percentage of net revenue on the capital 
outlay on all canals, classed as productive in 1902-03, was 7:40 
compared with 6°59 in 1901-02, and 7°33 in 1900-01. The cor- 


responding profit on all irrigation works, protective as well as 
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productive, for which accounts are kept, was 6°91 per cent. com- 
pared with 6°31 and 6°77 per cent. in the two preceding years. 
Amongst the most successful of works was the Chenab Canal, 
which earned over 21 per cent. during the year, and the Eastern 
Jumna Canal, which has earned its cost more than five times over 
since it was built. The total capital expenditure on irrigation 
works during the year was 45 lakhs, against 44 lakhs in the pre- 
vious 12 months. The total area irrigated was close upon twenty 
million acres. The value of crops raised by irrigation is estimated 
at 40 crores of rupees, being 88 per cent. upon the total capital 
outlay expended.

NETHERLANDS—JAVA. 
With reference to the details relating to cotton cultivation in the 

Dutch Colonies published on p. 175 of the 
Cotton Cultivation. ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 28th July, it 

appears from a report by the United States 
Consul-General at Hamburg that experiments in the cultivation of 
cotton have also been made on the island of Java, two different 
species having been planted, of which one is domestic and the other 
was imported from the United States in 1861. The latter is said 
to have a longer staple than the former. The exports of cotton 
from the Dutch East Indies in the year 1902 amounted to about 
5,300 tons, of which almost one-half was of Javanese growth. The 
Administration of the residency of Samarang, the chief centre of 
the cotton culture, is promoting and protecting the interests of the 
cotton planters in every respect. The Government has placed at 
the disposal of the said Administration the sum of 500l. to be 
used as loans and advancements to the native population for 
improvements and extension of cotton growing.

The British Vice-Consul at Givia Tauro reports that the vast 
emigration of Italian agricultural labourers is 


bs coe de the present difficulty of agriculture. The 
eee present flow is to the United States rather than 


to South America, which was formerly its 
favourite goal. The emigrants send back their savings to their 
families in a very praiseworthy manner, and thus relieve a good 
deal of the misery which they leave behind them. The effect of 
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this is to make labour dearer and dearer year by year, and instead 
of an abundance of labour, which was formerly a danger to the 
country, Italy is now feeling a scarcity which can only be met 
either by the introduction of machinery or by allowing the land to 
go out of cultivation. It must be remembered that a great part 
of the work of the Italian agriculturist must be done by hand. 
Trees cannot be pruned, vines cannot be cultivated, and terraces 
on mountain sides cannot be tilled except by hand. It is only in 
the plains that the plough can be used, and the same remark 


applies to the majority of agricultural implements. (Foreign 
Office, Annual Series, 3,249.)

on lst September. As regards British commer- 
cial travellers visiting Roumania for business purposes, it is 
provided that they have on entering the country to exhibit, besides 
their passports, a certificate of legitimation. The Roumanian 
Government does not insist upon any invariable form of certificate, 
but these documents should contain particulars similar to those 
given in the forms used by British commercial travellers visiting 
Spain, Russia, Switzerland, &. It is understood that the 
Roumanian Government will accept certificates of legitimation 
drawn up by British Chambers of Commerce. British travellers 
also have to declare, on entering Roumania, whether they intend 
to take orders from private persons as well as from business houses ; 
in the case of travellers taking orders from private persons a 
quarterly licence has to be obtained, the fee for which varies in 
amount according to the nature of the trade. 

Commercial travellers’ samples without commercial value are 
admitted into Roumania duty free, whilst in the case of models or 
samples of value no duty is charged, provided they are re-exported 
or placed within a warehouse, within a certain period which can 
in no case exceed 12 months, and provided that certain formalities 
to safeguard the revenue are complied with.

for reference. In addition, it is the duty of the Branch, as far as the 
interests of British Trade permit, to afford information in reply to enquiries 
by traders on commercial matters. ee 

The office is housed at No. 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., and § 
(subject to the Comptroller-General of the Commercial, Statistical, and 
Labour Departments of the Board of Trade) is under the direction of ~ 
Mr. T. Worthington. The Intelligence Branch endeavours, on application = 
being made to it either personally or by letter, to supply information 
with regard to the following subjects, viz. : Commercial Statistics; © 
Matters relating to Foreign and Colonial Tariffs and Customs Regulations; 
Lists of firms abroad engaged in particular lines of business in different 
localities; Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to Tender; Sources of - & 
Supply, Prices, &c., of Trade Products; Forms of Certificates of Origin; 
Regulations concerning Commercial Travellers, &c., &c. a 

In consequence of the transfer of the Imperial Institute to the Board ~ 
of Trade from the beginning of last year, the work formerly carried on by ~ 
the Commercial Intelligence Offices of the Imperial Institute 1s now con- ~ 
ducted by the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. 

The Commercial Intelligence Branch is also in communication with — 
the Imperial Institute at South Kensington, of which Professor Wyndham ~ 
Dunstan, F.R.S., has been appointed director bv the Board of Trade, ~ 
Among the branches of work in charge of Professor Dunstan are the ~ 
scientific investigation of the economic products of the British Empire 
with a view to their commercial utilisation, and the superintendence of — 
the arrangement and classification of the Collection of these products 
which are exhibited at the Institute.
